FORMER councillor and mayor of 
Crewkerne, Geoff Clarke, received the 
Somerset County Council chairman’s 
award for community service on Thurs¬ 
day October 20th from chairman John 
Edney. 

His citation included reference to the 
fact that he has served the community 
of Crewkerne as town and district 
Councillor for more than 30 years, in¬ 
cluding considerable time as mayor of 
the town.

He was also a 
driving force in trying to prevent the 
closure of the ticket office at Crewkerne 
railway station. 

Councillor John Dyke was one of the 
readers at the event held in Taunton, 
which recognised community minded 
people from across the county and said: 
“It gave me particular pleasure to read 



his citation and I know that Geoff is 
very touched to receive the award.” 

Speaking after the event Mr Clarke 
commented: “It came as a complete 
surprise, totally out of the blue, I had no 
idea this award existed. I was very 
much flattered, there were a large num¬ 
ber of people there who have done so 
much within their community, it was 
quite humbling to be associated with 
them. 

“It was a great honour and I am very 
thankful.” 

Mr Clarke now in his mid-seventies 
and, often referred to as the father of the 
house at Crewkerne Town Council, 
stepped down from local government 
earlier this year due to his increased 
lack of mobility.

MARTIAL Arts instructor 
Matt Follain was named 
male volunteer of the year 
at the Gold Star Awards or¬ 
ganised by South Somerset 
District Council. 

The ceremony was held 
at the Octagon Theatre in 
Yeovil, among an evening 
of entertainment by young 
people. 

The awards are now in 
their fourth year and aim to 
recognise and reward the 
hard work that volunteers 
working with young peo¬ 
ple put in on a daily basis. 
They were presented by 
the chairman of SSDC, 
Councillor Mike Best and 
Councillor Sylvia Seal, 
portfolio holder for leisure, 
culture and wellbeing. 


Councillor Seal said Mr 
Follain had received an im¬ 
pressive number of nomi¬ 
nations. She read: “He puts 
a hundred and ten per cent 
commitment into helping 
the community and he 
helps children from unsta¬ 
ble backgrounds to find a 
safe place to feel they be¬ 
long as part of a group 
within the martial arts. 
“This man loves to encour¬ 
age young people to give 
back to others through his 
charity fundraisers. He also 
helps a group of special 
needs students in Ilminster 
by giving them free tuition 
every week to help them 
with co-ordination and so¬ 
cial skills as well as fitness 
and self-defence.” 


Mr Follain who runs the 
South West Black Belt 
Academy in Ilminster, 
commented: “I was 

shocked, it is the first 
award I have won and I’ve 
been doing this about 18 
years. When Chris Stuckey 
from Sweet Surprise told 
me some of the guys were 
suffering from bullying out 
in the street, I went along 
there but young adults with 
learning difficulties have a 
kind of innocence you 
don’t want them to have to 
lose so the class became 
more about fitness and 
flexibility. I also work with 
a mental health group in 
Taunton and work closely 
with rehab. 

“I am so lucky to be sur¬ 
rounded by such brilliant 
people. I started the centre 


about four years ago with 
no money and now it’s the 
largest martial arts centre in 
the south west. I do what I 
do because I love it, 9am to 
10pm seven days a week. 
We are a family, the whole 
point about a club is that it 
has got to be about every¬ 
body.” 

Councillor Best read the 
nomination for Martock 
Youth Parish Council 
which was awarded the 
voluntary group of the year. 
He read: “Each member of 
this group donates in ex¬ 
cess of 100 hours each of 
their own time, to help to 
support the work of their 
youth centres drop in ses¬ 
sions, evening sessions and 
also the holiday activity 
programme. They volun¬ 
teer at community events

HM Revenue & Customs has recently introduced a system of spot checks on the 
records that small businesses keep. These involve checks on the adequacy of small 
and medium-sized business records. 

HMRC plans to complete up to 12,000 Business Records Checks by the end of 
the current financial year, with 20,000 provisionally planned for 2012/13. HMRC is 
increasing the number of visits, so it can refine the process, before final decisions 
on a national roll-out are taken in the New Year. 

Initially, HMRC has said that it will only levy a record-keeping penalty in the most 
extreme cases of poor record-keeping. In the longer-term, it intends to issue penal¬ 
ties of up to £3,000 for serious inadequacies in record-keeping.

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SELF TAUGHT patchwork artist Kathryn Chambers, also known as K3n, has come 
a long way since being taught the classic English paper piece hexagon as a nine- 
year -old at school. 

Having moved to Whitelackington in 2010 with her husband Hans and two chil¬ 
dren, she is currently exhibiting a range of her inspirational wall hangings at 
the llminster Arts centre in the Meeting House. 

With a mother who made many of her clothes, she had access to a lot of scraps 
and practised her skills, along with knitting, needlepoint and cross stitch until 
adolescence set in and ballet, horses and boys drew her interests elsewhere. 
Kathryn took a degree in library studies and worked in public relations but it 
wasn't until her 30s that the passion for quilting returned, being inspired by a 
library book Now she is sharing her skill with others by holding workshops in 
the village hall and will be giving a talk at the Meeting House this Sunday at 
3pm. 


• WHAT made you come to the area? 

I grew up in the New Forest and we 
spent all our holidays in the West Coun¬ 
try. We had to move for Hans'work and 
needed to be within easy reach of the 
airport. I seem to have really landed on 
my feet here because there are so many 
artists and craftspeople working in so 
many different media in this area. I feel I 
have lived here all my life. 

• HAVE you been inspired by the 
landscape? 

Yes, I can be driving along and see the 
trees and the fields, or just the contrast 
of shape and form and be thinking of 
fabrics to use. I have worked from Lyme 
Regis a lot, and we have ammonites in 
the walls of our house which has taken 
me into spirals in a wider theme. 

• WHICH is your favourite piece in the 
exhibition? 

I love the triangle one and the Clarice 
Cliffe inspired piece. I love strong colours 
although y next leap is to start dying my 
own fabric so I can get more graduation 
of colour. The trouble with having to use 
what is in fashion is the colour work has 
already been decided for you. I also want 
to use rust and am asking all my neigh¬ 
bours for rusty old cogs and things 

• WHAT fabric do you prefer to use? 
Predominately 100 per cent cotton, 
even my threads, I am a bit of a cotton 
fascist but I will use synthetic fabrics in 
a landscape piece to achieve the right ef¬ 
fect -1 have even been known to use the 
fluff from the tumble drier. 

• IS quilting considered art or craft? 
Quilting has always been art, but 99 
point nine per cent of people would im¬ 
mediately think bed. It is a hurdle I have 
to overcome but I like the challenge. It's 
wonderful when people come in here 
and their perception changes. The earli¬ 
est quilt ever found was a wall hanging 
which were used in medieval times as 
wall insulation, traditionally it is making 
a design decision with fabric. It was not 
invented in America and I think here in 
Europe quilters are using more innova¬ 
tive techniques. I like to paint with my 
needle, marking as I go. 

• IF you could meet anyone who 
would you choose? 

Billy Connolly because he's funny but 
also very intelligent. He thinks things 
through and he could bring his wife 
Pamela as well. 

• WHAT would be your ideal day out? 

I have always wanted to see Egypt and 
do the tourist trail, with Hans of course, 
but it would need more than one day. 


• WHAT period of history would you 
like to visit? 

I have always been interested in the idea 
of time travel. I'd love to go backto when 
we were just coming out of the caves - 
the beginning of so called civilisation - 
mainly because other periods are so well 
documented and for then we only have 
fragments to work with. I think it would 
be really interesting to see what we were 
like. 

• WHAT next for you? 

I have an idea for a burlesque quilt in 
shades of pink on a dark background, in 
celebration of women. 

• ANY unfulfilled ambitions? 

I would love to win the Festival of Quilts 
at the NEC in Birmingham, I was placed 
at the nationals which is the next layer 
down. 

• WHAT would you want on your 
desert island? 

If I could have my Janome sewing ma¬ 
chine, material and threads I would be 
pretty set up but an endless supply of 
cappuccino would be nice and books. I 
have always read, anything from classics 
to trash. My favourite bookisWuthering 
Heights, I've read it loads of times. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

This is my hobby, I think it's important to 
see it that way, even though I do take 
commissions. You have to be true to 
yourself and still do it for yourself so as 
not to lose the love of it. I am lucky that 
I don't have to go out to work. We are 
about to get a puppy and as I did agility 
in the past, I might get back into that. 

• IF you won the lottery what would 
you do? 

Buy a big house and all the usual stuff 
with land and room for a barn where I 
could have a 16 feet Gammil, a long 
armed quilting machine, so I could have 
it all laid out while I work rather than 
bunching up. I'd love to have lots of dogs 
running about the place, lurchers and a 
wolfhound. 

• WHAT do you find most interesting 
about teaching others? 

I always dread that question of how long 
does it take you because I have 10-12 
things on the go at a time and do a bit 
on each. If something isnit working right 
I come back to it later. I am passionate 
about getting people to quilt on a do¬ 
mestic machine, I love showing tradi¬ 
tionalists that some of the rules they 
learned applied to hand sewing and 
when they grasp the new freedom, it is 
interesting to see where they go with it.

NATIONAL Trust property 
Barrington Court held a 
very busy apple day this 
year on a perfect autumn 
day. 

Word had got around 
after they introduced a 
service last year, to edu¬ 
cate and provide facilities 
for the public to bring 


along their apples for 
pressing into juice. People 
came from as far as Wey¬ 
mouth to process their 
fruit and learn more 
about the apple. 

A sweet smell of apple 


juice filled the air around 
the visitor centre, as Na¬ 
tional Trust staff and vol¬ 
unteers set up a 
production line of wash¬ 
ing, chopping, milling 
and pressing the fruits. 


Small domestic presses 
were used to demon¬ 
strate what could be done 
at home, as well as the 
more industrial-sized 
press, a 200-year-old mill, 
back in action after break¬ 
ing during the last apple 
day. Children and adults 
alike enjoyed having a go 
at the mills and presses 
and children had fun run¬ 
ning around the orchard 
with mini wheelbarrows 
picking up fallers. 

Some of the juice was 
used fresh but most of 
Barrington's own supply 
was to be left to ferment 
into cider. Head of cater¬ 
ing, Helen MacDonald, 
said the alcohol level 
would depend on the 
sugar content of the fruit 
as their cider was made 
the traditional way, with 
no additives. 

Volunteer Pamela Sell¬ 
ers from the community 
woodland at Eames Mill 
had come over from 
llminster to join in and 
pick up tips for when their 
apple trees are mature 
enough. 

Robin LeClercq, from 
Puckington, was working 
hard on the small press 
which produced about a 
gallon and hour. He 
moved to the village two 
years ago and went to the 
apple picking that au¬

tumn, and now he is a 
regular helper in the gar¬ 
dens. He said: "It's such a 
wonderful place to work 
in." 

In the house itself, Dr 
Turbervilles Morris were 
performing ancient ritual 
dances to bring good for¬ 
tune and fertility to the 
harvest, and outside there 
were stalls with all the 70 
varieties in the Barrington 
orchards laid out with 
identification labels. 

Orchard project officer 
for the Farming and 
Wildlife Advisory Group 
was raising awareness of 
a special Somerset biodi¬ 
versity project which has 
been funded by the na¬ 
tional Lottery for two 
years, and will involve 
local schools. She was 
providing apple printing 
for the children to do 
while the adults learned 
about ways to make an 
orchard nature friendly, as 
well as for producing ap¬ 
ples. 

There were also games 
for the children including 
a target ball game created 
by volunteer Tim Garrett, 
who had painted a scene 
on a wooden background 
with holes for children to 
aim tennis balls at.

MIKE'S guest for this, his 
sixth SpeakEasy date at 
llminster is Enrico 
Tomasso, one of our 
best known trumpeters 
who was voted runner- 
up in the 2010 UK Jazz 
Awards. Their music for 
the evening will be the 
usual "speakeasy" mix of 
vintage tunes together 
with entertaining stories 
and repartee. 

Enrico Tomasso is one 
of Britain's brightest and 
most versatile jazz stars.

Ethiopia having won one and finish¬ 
ing third in two Grade 2 races in the 
last two weeks found the race just one 
too many for him. 

Andrew Glassonbury pulled him up 
with a third of the race to go, whilst 
Cullahill after being headed three out 
and looking beaten, picked up and 
snatched third place in the last stride 
from Gullible Gordon. 

Buckler said: "Ethiopia sweated up 
before the race which was his way of 
telling us he'd had enough, whilst Cul¬ 
lahill battled back well having seemed 


to have been beaten." 

Both horses, who have prospered 
from the firm ground this autumn 
have had 15 races this calendar year, 
and will now take a break until next 
spring. 

There was plenty of other good 
news in the Buckler yard as more of 
the winter horses took to the track at 
the start of their season. 

The Happy Warrior, a half-brother to 
Warlord, who Bob Buckler rates as the 
best horse he has trained until he was 
tragically killed at Wincanton, put in an 
encouraging display in his first race 
that had the Henley trainer believing 
he could be as good as his sibling. 

After finishing fifth in the Exeter 
Racecourse Firework Spectacular 
29.10.11 'Junior 1 Standard Open NH 
Flat Race over 1 mile 5 furlongs he 
said:Tm absolutely delighted. 

"He needed the race, and although 
he ran fairly green particularly by run¬ 
ning wide on the bends and he also 
half tried to jump a break in the 
ground from which he lost his action. 


Andrew Glassonbury let him regain 
his balance, and he has gained great 
experience from the race and learned 
a bit. 

"He is taking time to mature, and will 
have a break now over the winter, but 

1 believe he could be as good as War¬ 
lord." 

Buckler was also pleased with John's 
Gift who finished third in the Fred 
Rimell Memorial Novices' Chase over 

2 miles 7 furlongs at Worcester. 

"He won't get three miles yet but I 
chose the race because I wanted to 
give him a chance to improve his 
jumping at a steadier pace than over 
a shorter distance where they race 
much quicker." 

Buckler was pleased with his per¬ 
formance saying he will come back 
into handicap races in the future 
boosted by a better jumping action. 

Unfortunately Edmond Lineham did 
not follow his trainer's instructions on 
Sulpius in the Oxford Landing Estate 
Conditional Jockeys' Novices' Handi¬ 
cap Hurdle at Fontwell. 


Up with the pace they dropped out 
of contention halfway through, but 
then rallied towards the finish to take 
third. 

"Unfortunately Edmond let him idle 
down the hill and he lost 25 lengths 
which was too much to make up once 
they levelled out, otherwise he would 
have been a lot closer." 

Old favourite Double Dizzy made his 
first appearance of the season in the 
Class 2 3 mile 1 furlong Betfred 10 Best 
Odds In Shops Veterans' Handicap 
Chase and finished a creditable fifth. 

Buckler was pleased with the 10- 
year-old's performance claiming it to 
be his best first run of the season for 
six years. 

"He's a bit of a monkey and got real 
character and this is a typical start for 
him, but it was a high handicapped 
field with some good horses, in which 
only six of the ten finished. 

"To be fair they went a bit quick for 
him at the start but James Best gave 
him a good ride, and although he tired 
two out it was a good pipe opener."
